Chicago, Ill., Jan. 13 (By A.» P.).— 
Col. Frank L. Smith, of Dwight, lill., 
designated by Gov. Len Small to fill 
the unexpired term of the late United 
States Senator William B. McKinley, 
and the senator élect for the long term 
as the deceased senator’s successor, an- 
nounced tonight that early next week 
he would present his credentials to the 
Senate. 

“In deference to views and circum- 
stances which were entitled to due con- 
sideration, I have, until now, delayed 
action upon my constitutional rights,” 
Col. Smith said concerning the con- 
troversy which has raged about his 
appointment and election. 

A Senate investigating committee 
headed by Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, developed that a great par} 
of the Smith campaign fund was con- 
tributed by the heads of public utili- 
ties, over which, as chairman of the 
Illinois commerce commission, he had 
jurisdiction. 

“A sifting of all circumstances and 
considerations leads inevitably to the 
conclusion that further delay is un- 
warranted. To  procastinate further 
would be unfair to the,people of Illinois 
;and a discourtesy to the governor,” he 
| said. 


Asks Impartial Hearing. 
“Subsequent to taking the oath, I 
‘shall conform to whatever inquiry pro- 
‘cedure is prescribed by the usual prac- 
'tice of the Senate in such cases, ask- 
ing only a full and impartial hearing,”’ 
said the senator-designate’s statement. 
“I shall do this confident that I shall 
measure up to every requirement of the 
office to which I have been both ap- 
pointed and elected.” 

While he was not unmindful of po- 
| litical conditions which appear to exist 
|in Wasktington, he said, “conditions s0 
_ extreme as to be almost unbelievable,” 
| conditions reflected in addresses upon 

the floor of the Senate by speakers 
who, “taking advantage of the time and 
| Place, apparently gloried in the thought

one place for adequately resolving those 
questions. 

“My purpose, and my only purpose, 
in going there at this time is to uphold 
the dignity and sovereign rights of my 
State, and I approach the task undis- 
couraged and conscientiously unafraid,” 
the statement concluded. 

The expression of determination to 
go to Washington was prefaced by a 
review of circumstances which brought 
him, into possession of the two sets of

Moscow, Jan. 13 (By A. P.).—The 
general prevalence of war talk in Rus- 
sia coincides with the registration to- 
day of all able-bodied men in the 
classes of 1893 to 1903 for possible 
military service. | 

Great Britain’s openly unfriendly at- 
titude to the soviet, Poland’s uncer- 
tain designs, the disquieting situation 
in Lithuania, America’s policy of in- 
difference to Moscow and other adverse 
signs on the bolshevik horizon have 
given rise to increasing talk of war. 

While this war scare is found largely 
among the masses, important commu- 


nist officials, such as Nikolai Bucharin, 
of the communist executive, do not 
hesitate to express openly their anx- 
lety over Europe’s intentions, and mis- 
givings also are refiected in the soviet 
press, which sees belicose tendencies 
everywhere.

ARNOLD DALY 1$ BURNED 
TO DEATH IN APARTMENT 


Actor Trapped by Flames; 
Others in Building Are Res- 
cued by Firemen. 


NOTED STAGE LIFE ENDS 


New York, Jan. 13 (By A. P.).—' 
Arnold Daly, who rose from obscurity 
as an Office boy to international fame 
as an actor, lost his life in a fire today. 
Flames trapped him in his apartment 
in West Fifty-first street, on the fringe 
of Broadway where he had received 
the plaudits of thousands and only a 
few blocks from the site of the old 
Herald Square theater, where he made 
his New York debut in 1895. 

Firemen who hacked their way into 
Daly’s fourth-floor quarters, found his 
body lying beside an arm chair in 
which he had been seen a short time 
before, reading a book. 

Although known to thousands, Daly 
could not be identified for several 
hours, the face that had recorded a 
multitude of real and simulated emo- 
tions was a charred mask. Absolute 


identification was made by two bun-| 
ions, known to Frank Whitcomb, his 
attorney, but not to others viewing 
the body. 

The fire in which Daly died was 
featured by thrilling rescues by fire- 
men, who carried to safety two women 
who lived on the fourth floor. A father 
and mother, living on the fifth floor, 


roofs. The fire began in the basement 
and swept up the stairway, cutting off 
escape. Daly’s window was found open 
and firemen believed he had tried to 
climb out of it when flames cut off 


the stairway. Mr. Daly lived alone, his 
daughter, Blythe Daly, being on tour. 
He was divorced from his wife, who was! 
Miss Mary Blythe, of Los Angeles, and 
now Mrs. Frank Craven. ’ 

Daly died in his fifty-first year, still 
“in harness,’ for he had recently gone 
into vaudeville with a one-act play 
“Kidnaped.” He was born in Brooklyn 
and after graduation at Sacred Heart 
academy he became office boy for 
Charles Frohman, producer. He first 
sprang into prominence with his pro- 
duction of plays by George Bernard 
Shaw. Then he turned actor, playing 
in “The Jolly Squire” with Fannie 
Rice in 1892. 

He appeared in nearly 60 roles in 
America and England during his career, 
ofttimes being producer and manager 
as well as actor.

Demands Mellon Give Report 
on Alleged Elizabeth City, 
N. C., Distillery. 


POOLROOM ALSO NAMED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Secretary Mellon was called on in a 
resolution yesterday by Representative 
La Guardia (Republican), New York, 
to furnish information on what he 
alleged was government operation of 
a distillery in Elizabeth City, N. C., 
and also of a pool room in Norfolk, Va.

Was the Secretary advised that 
“premises in or near Elizabeth City 
was operating in violation” of the pro- 
hibition law, the resolution asked. 

It also inquired if the Secretary were 
informed that a pool room on Chapel 
street, Norfolk, was operating in vio- 
lation of the prohibition law in that 
“it purchased, sold and traded in 
liquor and that the rent for said 
premises and the purchase of the liquor 
was paid from public funds?” 

“Here are some more examples of the 
government violating the law to en- 
force the law,” LaGuardia said in a 
statement. “The department surely will 
have some explaining to do to justify 
some of its wild ventures carrted on by 
its undercover men. I shall bring to 
the attention of the public every in- 
stance of violation of law that I find. 

“I already have written the Attorney 
General calling his attention to these 
violations in Virginia and North Caro- 
lina. 

“Every one, except apparently the 
Secretary of the Treasury, knows that 
the undercover men are putting it over 
on the department as well as on the 
public and are working both ends. I 
shall continue to expose these methods 
until the department stops the under- 
cover system and the sanctioning of 
violation of law.”

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
OKO 118,780 ARMY, 
FLOUTING BUDGET 


Offers Appropriations to 
Increase Bureau's 
115,000 Plan. 


FUND OF $3,500,000 
CONTINUED FOR YEAR 


$8,185,000 Included in Items 
That Were Not Approved 
in Estimates. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The House was asked by its appropria- 
tion committee yesterday to provide for 
a standing army of 118,750 men and to 
override the budget proposal of 115,000. 


Presenting a bill to appropriate $366,- 


000,000 for War Department activities 
during the next fiscal year, the com- 
mittee declared Congress had “rather 
definitely indicated” its approval of the 
larger figure and suggested a congres- 
sional survey to design a balanced 
army/ “if our financial situation be 
such as not to warrant larger outlays 
on our military army.” 

Although the bill’s total is $736,024 
below the budget estimate, it exceeds 
the budget actually by $2,763,976 by 
reappropriating $3,500,000 made avail- 
able last year. 

The measure, which would give the 
War Department $11,655,000 more than 
it has for this year, provides $279,112,- 
000 for military activities and the re- 
mainder for nonmilitary activities, in- 
cluding Muscle Shoals, rivers and har- 
bors projects and the Panama canal. 


Items Add to Budget. 
The committee added items not in- 


‘cluded in the budget estimates aggre- 


gating $8;185,000, but struck out esti- 
mates for new housing projects total- 
ing $5,080,000, on the ground that they 
had not been authorized by Congress. 

The committee pointed out that if 
an additional 1,248 men should be 
needed for the air corps, the army 
could manage on pay and subsistence 
appropriations recommended by the 
committee to expand its total enlisted 
strength to 119,898 by the end of the 
year. 

The committee proposed an increase 
of the army ration to 40 cents; pro- 
vided for the purchase of 1,500 horses 
as compared to 500 called for in budget 
estimates; allotted $400,000 to recon- 
dition the army transport Grand, laid 
up at San Francisco; gave the ord- 
nance department an additional $700,- 
000 for experiment and coast defense 
installations and provided $150,000 to 
manufacture 10,000 new gas masks, 
$100,000 for seacoast battery fire con- 
trol developments and $361,000 to ex- 
pedite construction work at West 
Point. 


$1,000,000 More for Guard. 


For the national guard, the commit- 
tee provided nearly $1,000,000 addi- 
tional to cover fifteen days’ summer 
training as compared to 13 days esti- 
mated for by the budget and also to 
insure 48 armory drills during the 
year. 

It reversed the budget on active 
training for reserve officers, providing 
funds for 16 days’ training for 16,382 
such officers, and restored the 4,000 
cut made by the budget in attendance 
estimates for the civilian training

This 
is not officially confirmed, but the 
papers add that at least 22 rebel bodies 
are dangling from trees within this 
district. 

Many rebel Yaqui Indians were killed, 
the war department announces—but 
the exact number is not stated—-when 
federals defeated the Yaquis at the 
town of Topolobamto, state of Sonora. 
Federal aviators bombed the Indians, 
after which the federals attacked them 
from the ground. 

The newspaper Excelsior, declaring 
that it has reliable authority for the 
statement, asserts that five youths, 
none more than 20 years of age, were 
shot and killed in the town of Leon 
last Monday, after their tongues were 
cut out, for participation in an alleged 
Catholic uprising at that place. Six 
others were executed for the same 
reason. 


Human Life Held Cheap. 


Excelsior, which is regarded by the 
present government as reactionary, edi- 
torially condemns ‘the waste of blood”’ 
in Mexico, abuse of the death penalty 
and “informal executions.” It says that 
neither the Mexican government nor 
the Leon municipal authorities seem 
to have been responsible for the execu- 
tion, and adds: “It is not known who is 
responsible, which makes the situation 
all the worse and demonstrates the

Special dispatches from Guadalajara 
state that an anti-American demonstra- 
tion before the American consulate 
there was only avoided by the prompt 
intervention of federal authorities.

Aaron Saenz, the Mexican foreign 
minister, declares that Secretary Kel- 
logg’s statement before the foreign re- 
lations committee of the United States 
Senate does not prove the charge that 
Mexico is attempting to establish a 
bolshevist hegemony in Latin America. 

“I do not allude to the decisions 
adopted by foreign organizations for 
which I am sure nobody can hold the 
Mexican government responsible” said 
the minister, “but it is necessary ener- 
getically to reject those charges against 
the Mexican government, especially 
regarding its relations with Russia.” 

Anti-U. S. Feeling Displayed. 

Anti-American sentiment in Mexico 
is being displayed as the general pub- 
lic becomes cognizant of the gravity 
of the international situation aug- 
mented by the concern of the Ameri- 
can Department of State over the spec- 
ter of bolshevism here.

Smuggled Through Mexico 
and Loaded on Trawler Sold 
to Agent in U. S.

New York, Jan. 13 (By A. P.).—The 
New York World says it has discovered 
@ gun-running expedition from New 
York to Mexico and Nicaragua. Mexi- 
can soldiers and an American crew 
were involved in the expedition, pro- 
moted by Nicaraguans, the paper states. 

Arms were shipped last August into 
Nicaragua on the 8S. S. Foam, 2a steam 
trawler purchased here last July by 
Dr. T. S. Waca, of Philadelphia, United 
States representative of Dr. Sacasa, 
liberal leader in Nicaragua, the World 
says. Two hundred thousand dollars’ 
worth of rifles and ammunition were 
purchased in New York by Sacasa rep- 
resentatives last June. The rifles were 
sent to Philadelphia for overhauling, 
and later the entire shipment is under- 
stood to have been divided and trans- 
ferred by rail to San Diego, Calif., and 


The El Paso shipment was smuggled 
over the border into Mexico and sent 
by railroad to Puerto Mexico, where 
the Foam is said to have arrived on 
August 13. 

The Foam cleared from Brooklyn for 
San Diego on July 30. A stop was 
made at Moorehead, N. C., where a man 
of “apparent Latin-American origin 
shipped for Puerto.” 

The Foam took on 25 soldiers at 
Puerto, Mexico, and landed them at 
Prinzapolka, on the eastern coast of 
Nicaragua. The American crew claims 
it was compelled by soldiers to stay 
aboard the craft when the ammunition 
was taken on. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 13 (By A. P.).— 
Dr. T. S. Waca, representative in this 
country of Dr. Sasca, liberal leader in 
Nicaragua, admitted tonight that he 
had purchased the steam trawler Foam 
last July, but denied all knowledge of 
any shipments of rifles or ammunition 
on her.

IDAHO SENATOR HITS

Lenroot Declares Foreigners 
Must Be Protected to Back 
Monroe Doctrine.

Arbitration of the controversy with 
Mexico and employment of American 
marines to insure a fair election in 
Nicaragua were the two concrete sug- 
gestions which emerged yesterday from 
the anxiously awaittd attack which 
Senator Borah, chairman’ of the Senate 
foreign relations committee, delivered 
on the floor of the Senate against the 
administration's Nicaraguan policy. 

It was not the sort of senatorial on- 
slaught which the administration's 
radical critics had hoped for, nor was 
it in line with what the administra- 
tion’s defenders anticipated. It devel- 
oped no indication that President Cool- 
idge and Secretary of State Kellogg will 
encounter any serious opposition in the 
Senate to the carrying out of the policy 
initiated and explained by the Presi- 
dent’s message and Mr. Kellogg’s ap- 
pearance before the Senate foreign re- 
lations committee on Wednesday. 

Disclaiming at the outset any inten- 
tion of e.gaging in a personal contro- 
versy with the President or the Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Borah aimed hig 
broadsides chiefly at the fundamental 
policy which he said the United States 
has been following in Nicaragua for 
the last sixteen years, and which pol- 
icy, he indicated, he has been oppos- 
ing during that period. 


Backs Protection Policy. 


The present policy of the Coolidge 
administration was subjected only to 
the same sort of criticism by Mr. Borah 
that previous administrations since 
1909 had been subjected to. As a leader 

of the radical malcontents, Borah 
proved a bitter disappointment. But he 
sustained his position as independent 
thinker in international affairs. 

He did not ask for.the return of the 
American marines, nor did he deny that 
America has an especial interest in 
Central America and he specifically 
indorsed President Coolidge’s announc-. 
ed policy of. protecting American lives 
and property in foreign countries. And 
one of the two recommendations 
Borah made—use of the marines to in- 
sure a fair election—was forthwith in- 
dorsed by Senator Lenroot, who de- 
fended the administration, provided 
the Nicaraguans under their constitu- 


tion desire to bring such an election’ 
about. 


Lenroot Defends Policies. 

Senator Lenroot replied to Borah’'s 
speech and _ sharply challenged the 
statement of the senator from Idaho 
that the Monroe doctrine was not in- 
volved in the Nicaraguan matter. When 
Lenroot took the position that America 
must either defend foreign lives and 
property under the Monroe doctrine or 
permit foreign nations to undertake 
their own defense: of their nationals. 
even to the point of landing armed 
forces or seizing American territory, 
there was not a word in reply. Borah 
himself did not challenge the sound- 
ness of Lenroot’s contention in this re- 
spect. 

Lenroot also fired Sharply back at 
Borah’s contention that America in- 
tervened in Nicaragua during the Ze- 
laya regime because of selfish inter- 
ests. Our intervention, Lenroot main- 
tained, was to free the Nicaraguan 
people from the dictator Zelaya, who 
had refused to abide by the Central 
American conventions of 1907 and was 
endeavoring to keep himself perpetu- 
ally in power, regardless of the Nicara- 
guan constitution, after having played 
the role of dictator for sixteen years. 

Little General Debate. 


There was some debate, which at 


} times showed signs of becoming gen- 


eral, but the afternoon's proceedings 
were mostly in the nature of a duel be- 
tween Senators Borah and Lenroot. 

When Senator Borah took the floor 
at 2 o’clock,. Senator Robinson, the 
Democratic leader, asked for @ quorum 
call, stating that a number of senators 
not in the chamber desired to hear the 
senator from Idaho. The galleries were 
not crowded, but there was a good at- 
tendance. Senators on both sides of 
the chamber followed closely Borah’s 
argument. 

The senator from Idaho ) began by ex- 
pressing gratification that the time had 
at last arrived when discussion of the 
Nicaraguan question, dating back to 
1909, could be had in the open. He also 
expressed gratification that the admin- 
istration kad had an opportunity to 
present its case. : 

“This is not a personal controversy 
between the President and myself,” said 
Mr. Borah, “nor between the Secretary 
of State and myself. As I view it, it 
involves profoundly a question of na- 
tional policy.” 

Before dealing directly with Nicara- 


gua, Borah launched into a discussion 
of the Monroe doctrine in an effort to 
‘show that it had no application to the 
_ present situation.

Real Estate Connections

Serious doubt arose at the Capitol 
yesterday as to whether Blaine Mallan 
would be confirmed as people’s counsel 
on the newly created public utilities 
commission. His nomination, together 
with the nominations of John W. Chil- 
dress and Benjamin F. Adams, to be 
members of the commission, were sub- 
mitted to the Senate by the President, 


and there was no mistaking their dis- 
like with members of the Sénate Dis- 
trict committee, which has been strug- 
gling with the traction situation for 
several years. 

There was particular resentment 
among the members over displacing 
‘William McK. Clayton, whose selection 
had been generally expected. 

There will be a full investigation of 
the source of all of the appointments, 
it was made known, and particularly 
will the committee seek to get at the 
bottom of an expression of gratification 
given by a representative of one of the 
utilities. 


Clayton Resigns His Post. 


Mr. Clayton resigned yesterday as spe- 
cial counsel to the utilities commission 
and refused to accept $1,190 in salary. 
He had been engaged by the commis- 
sion last October at a salary of $5,600 
a year. 

“I hand you herewith my resignation 
of the office the commission was pleased 
to appoint me to October 326, .1926, to 
take effect at once,” he said in a letter 
to Engineer Commissioner Bell. 

“You will recall when, at the urgent 
request of the commission, I agreed to 
accept the position temporarily, I then 
stated that my preference was to serve 
without pay. I have since refused to 
sign the payrolls presented, and have 
no claims and make no claims on the 
District for compensation and refuse 
absolutely to accept a cent. 

“Public service is too great an honor 
in itself to be measured by the dollar 
yard stick. 

“I thank both you and your fellow 
commissioners for the honor conferred 
and the many courtesies extended and 
wish you good luck and success in your 
work.” 

Father-in-law Railroad Lawyer. 


Opposition to Mr. Mallan was based 
not Only on the fact that he was given 
a place sought by organized citizens 
and members of Congress for Mr. Clay- 
ton, but that his father-in-law, Fred- 
erick A. McKenney, is a big railroad 
lawyer. It was believed to be Mr. Mc- 
Kenney’s influence that brought about 
his appointment. 

The fact that the choice of the or- 


Ranized citizens was not appointed was 
described as a “form of tyranny.” 

Senator Capper, chairman of the Sen- 
ate District committee, who gave his 
indorsement to .Mr, Clayton, said he 
was “greatly disappointed.” It will be 
several weeks before the nominations 
can be taken up formally, he said. 

In the meantime other members plan 
to have a subcommittee investigation 
of the source of all three appointments. 
the lack of enthusiasm about the ap- 
pointments of Mr. Childress and Mr. 
Adams was apparently caused by their 
veal estate connections and the fact 
that they were not more widley known. 

Called Slap at Federation. 

Former Representative O. I. Stengle, 
active member of the Federation of 
Citizens Associations. who conferred 
with Senator Capper on another matter, 
ssid that the appointment of Mallan 
was a direct slap at the federation. 
Whether the federation would take any 
action, however, he could not say. 

“What is there we can do?” he asked. 

Members of the House District com- 
mittee joined in the disappointment 
over Mr. Clayton’s failure to be ap- 
pointed. They have frequently said at 
committee hearings that tn the past the 
public has had virtually no representa- 
tion at all before the courts in its 
utility fights. They pointed to the 
voluntary service long rendered by Mr. 
Clayton as counsel for the federation. 

It was their idea of creating the new 
commission to get an aggressive 
“people’s” counsel in‘all that the word 
implied and they knew of no one to 
fit the description better than Mr. 
Clayton. Few men are more experienced 
in local utility matters, it was pointed 
out. ’ 


Purpose Called Defeated 


By creating the new commission it 
developed that they defeated the very 
purpose they sought. An appropriation 
was carried in last year’s District ap- 
propriation bill for a “people's counsel” 
and the appointment under this 
authority would have been left with 
the commissioners, who undoubtedly 
would have named Mr. Clayton as is 
evidenced by his appointment as 
temporary counsel. 

Mr. Clayton was vigorously opposed, 
however, by the local utilities. 

The appointments sounded the death 
knell of the pending bill to make the 
two traction companies merge, which, 
however, did not seem to have much 
of a chance anyway. They also brought 
te an abrupt halt the movement which 
was getting under way to remove the 
restrictions around the appointment of 
local officials.

The Chief Justice of the United 
States, William Howard Taft, and the 
Associate Justices of the United States 
Supreme Court were the guests in 
whose honor the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge entertained last night at the 
second of the state receptions of this 
season in the White House. 

The power and majesty of the judi- 
cial portion of the government were 
exemplified, not only in the guests of 
hofior, but in the fact that representa- 
tives of the general judiciary of the 
United States and legal luminaries from 
many States had been invited as well. 

More than 2,000 guests attended the 
reception and in addition to the special 
guests there was representation from 
the diplomatic, official and resident 
groups of Washington society. While 
lacking somewhat the colorful and pic- 
turesque atmosphere of the diplomatic 
and army and navy receptions this 
was compensated for by the dignity and 
stateliness of the function. A cordial 
feeling of good will and comradeship 
also prevailed among the guests, who 
threw aside the burdens of bench and 
bar to indulge in enjoyment of social 
contacts. 

It was evident the President also was 
in his element for he, like many of 
his predecessors, is a lawyer, and had 
been in legal association with many of 
his guests before coming to the Presi- 
dency. 

The cabinet attended and in the 
blue room was gathered a distinguished 
group of notables who from _ this 
vantage point watched the brilliant 
spectacle as it passed before them. 


Many Women’s Leaders Present.

Exactly at 9 o’clock the bugler of the 
Marine Band orchestra stationed at the 
foot of the grand staircase raised his 
bugle to his lips and blew the notes of 
“Atcention,” and as the orchestra 
broke into the strains of “Hail to the 
Chief,” President and Mrs. Coolidge, 
preceded by their military and naval 
aids, appeared at the head of the his- 
toric stairs. As they slowly walked 
down and reached the main corridor it 
was seen by the eager spectators that 
Mrs. Coolidge wore a gown of white 
satin, draped at the left side into an 
ornament of rhinestones. The bodice 
was cut surplice with a V front and 
back filled in with the same material. 
A paneled train hung from the left 
shoulder and she wore long white kid 
gloves. 

As President and Mrs. . Coolidge 
passed between the service guards hold- 
ing the presidential standards at the 
entrance to the blue room the cabinet 
procession came behind them. Leading 
this group were the Secretary of State 
and Mrs. Frank B. Kellogg and then 
the rest of the cabinet in the order of 
their precedence. All the members of 
the cabinet were present.

The remainder of the 
cabinet was grouped at a distance from 
the receiving line, watching the ani- 
mated scene. 

It was apparent that the President 
was in a genial mood and Mrs. Coolidge 
was smilingly gracious.

Chairman of G. 0. P. National 
Committee Denounces Plan 
Proposed by Borah. 


FORMER SENATOR TALKS 
AT BANQUET OF WOMEN 


Declares Plan Would Result 
in Control of Campaigns 
by Government. 


The proposal made recently by Sena- 
tor Borah that the Federal government 
finance political campaigns so as to 


stamp Out corruption was condemned 
last night by William M. Butler, chair- 
man of the Republican national com- 
mitee. Speaking at a banquet of the 
women’s division of the national com- 
mittee in the Willard hotel, the former 
Massachusetts senator said: 

“His (Borah’s) remedy would only 
make a bad matter worse. It would 
result in the control of political cam- 
paigns by the government and tend to 
the denial of the freedom of the people 
in exercising their franchise.” 

Chairman Butler pointed out that if 
Senator Borah’s suggestion were Car- 
ried out, it would mean that the Presi- 
dent would have to ask Congress to in- 
clude in the budget all ttems having 
to do with political campaigns. The 
budget bureau, he.said, would have to 
examine and report on each item, and 
committees in Congress would be re- 
quired to deal with the appropriations 
as they would with all others. 


Opposes Federal Control. 


“Whether or not this would involve 
a saving to the people.is not a question 
of importance,” Chairman Butler said, 
“but it is of vast importance whether 
or not the exercise of this authority 
over the people in their expression of 
interest in the government Is to be con- 
trolled by Congress and the President. 
There are great numbers of people in the 
country who believe that the government 
has already gone quite far enough in 
seeking to control the free exercise of 
the rights of citizenship.” 

The tendency in these days, Mr. But- 
ler said, is toward the expenditure of 
less rather than more money in carry- 
ing on campaigns, and he pointed out 
that, tn 1924, the national committee 
of the Republican party spent much 
less than in previous campaigns. 

In addition to Chairman Butler, five 
members of the cabinet addressed the 
women Republican leaders in the 
course of the day. They were Secre- 
tary of War Davis, Secretary of Com- 
merce. Hoover, Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur, Secretary of the Interior Work 
and Secretary of Labor Davis.

Mrs. Alvin T. Hert, vice chairman of 
the Republican national committee, is 
presiding over the sessions. 

The women attending the sessions 
are from 32 States. Their goal is. to 
organize Republican women’s clubs in 
every community, and to federate these 
clubs into a continuously functioning 
organization. 

Miss Nannie Burroughs, of this city, 
Was cheered yesterday when she told 
of the work that was being done to 
organize permanent clubs of Republican 
colored women. No political party in 
America, she said, was 100 per cent 
American “without a touch of color.”

ACCIDENTS ON DECLINE, 
ENGINEER GOUNGIL TOLD 


Responsible for Increased 
Production, Committee Re- 
ports to Annual Assembly. 


LAWS FOR RADIO URGED 


Establishing that increased produc- 
tion ‘is directly traceable to a falling 
off in the number of accidents in in- 
dustry, a committee of the American 
engineering council, which for more 
than a year has conducted a study of 
nearly 14,000 companies, representing 
eighteen basic industries, last night for 
the first time made public the results 
of its inquiry before the assembly of 
the council, meeting at the Mayflower 
hotel. 

“In virtually every industry studied,” 
Leon P. Alford, of New York, told rep- 
resentatives of 30 engineering societies 
attending the meeting, “an upward 
tendency in productivity is accom- 
panied by a downward tendency in ac- 
cident frequency. Plainly, industry can 
not operate with the highest degree of 
success in the presence of peril.” 

Industries studied included chemical 
manufacture, cement, coal mining, 
coke, electric Hght and power, elec- 
tric railways, gas production, iron and 
steel, leather, lumber, machine build- 
ing and metal works, mineral mining, 
paper and pulp, quarrying, steam rail- 
Ways, telephone and telegraph, textiles 
and wood working. 

A special study was made of a select- 
ed group of plants with a view to de- 
termining the actual lost productive 
time and the cost of lost production 
resulting from accidents during July 
and August, 1926. The average loss of 
time per accident was that of nine 
men, or @ total of 588 hours. It was 
found that $15,722 was lost through 653 
accidents, an average of $24.08 for each 
accident. Arthur W. Berresford, Detroit 
manufacturer, was chairman of the in- 
vestigating committee. 

Appointment of a committee to con- 
duct a nation-wide investigation of 
radio broadcsting, headed by Calvert 
Townley, assistant to the president of 
the Westinghouse Electric é& Manufac- 
turing Co., was announced at the open- 
ing session of the annual meeting of 
the council yesterday. 

It ts impérative that Congress pass 
legislation to forestall threatened chaos 
in broadcasting, Dean Kimball, who 
presided, told the delegates. “If the 
privilege of radio broadcasting without 
a license should become a practice,” he 
said, “and this, it seems is not improb- 
able, or if broadcasters are permitted 
to choose their own wave lengths, a 
situation of baffling complexity is 
bound to ensue.” 

A. W. Bereseford, of Detroit, and O. 
H. Koch, of Dallas, Tex., were reelected 
vice presidents of the council, and 
Harrison E. Howe, of Washington, 
again was chosen treasurer. The coun- 
cil will continue its sessions today. 
Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, who re- 
cently was elected president of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, will address the annual dinner 
tonight at the Mayflower. 


SCARF NOT BELIEVED 
THAT OF MRS HOUCK 


Analysis Shows Spots on the 
Cloth Found in River Are 
Blood of Fowl. 


The dark spots on a scarf found in 
the Potomac river Christmas day were 
not caused by human blood, but by the 
blood of an animal or a fowl, Dr. Lud- 
vig Hekteon, of the National Research 
council, told Headquarters Detective 
Ben Kuehling yesterday. 

After hearing this, Kuehling definite- 

ly concluded the scarf did not belong 
to Mrs. Gladys W. Houck, who has been 
missing for a month, and whose fate he 
is trying to determine. The man who 
found the scarf floating in the river 
said at the outset he believed it was 
lost by a duck hunter and that the 
spots on it were caused by a duck’s 
blood. 
Dr. Knutt Houck, husband of the 
missing woman, who now is @ mental 
patient at Walter Reed hospital, has 
suffered an attack of “nerves,” accord- 
ing to information given the detective 
bureau yesterday, and visitors are be- 
ing discouraged from seeing him. Dr. 
Houck went to Hornell, N. Y., the day 
his wife disappeared, and was arrested 
there after he had caused a violent 
scene in a hotel.

Witnesses presented to the commit- 
tee last night by former Representa- 
tive Charles I. Stengle, of New York, 
who now is active in civic affairs, 
charged that Cafritz’s salesmen repre- 
sented that the property was to be 
given to the District for park pur- 
poses; that subsequently Cafritz sought 
to sell it to private buyers, and finally, 
instead of giving it to the District, 
manipulated it through alleged ficti- 
tious sales, and testified himself be- 
fore a condemnation jury that it was 
worth $11,000 a plot, when only a few 
months before he offered to sell it to 
the New York Avenue Presbyterian 
church for $8,700. 

James G. Yaden, president of the Yed- 
eration of Citizens’ Associations, testi- 
fied that previous to the alleged offer to 
sell to the church, ‘Cafritz told him and 
other Petworth citizens that he would 
let the District have the plots at $7,500 
aplece. 

J. J. James, builder, of 4510 Seventh 
street northwest, told the committee he 
was offered the plots at $2,000 apiece in 
January, 1926. 

When the condemnation proceedings 
were instituted last July, Richard F. 
Irwin, A. B. Baker and Fred Schnider, 
whom the witnesses termed “straw 
men,” were listed as the owners. t 
the jury hearing, however, a man iden- 
tified no further before the commit- 
tee than as “Birger,” was said to have 
testified that he had been the owner 
of one of the plots for a year and that 
he paid more than $10,000 for it. 

Tax Assessor Richards testified one 
of his asseSsors approached Baker in 
February, 1926, at a time when the 
property was listed in his name and 
Baker told him he had paid only $900 
for it. 

Stengle charged a “combination” 
now is trying to manipulate the prop- 
erty south of Pennsylvania avenue 
which the Federal government plans 
to acquire.

The McNary-Haugen farm relief bill

One of the agricuiture committee 
members who announced he had voted 
to report the bill was Representative 
Fulmer (Democrat), South Carolina. 
He explained that in so doing he had 
reserved the right ‘to fight for delaying 
imposition of the equalization fee on 
cotton and, if unsuccessful, to vote 
against the measure on final passage. 

Although the vote to report had been 
ordered as the first business of yester- 
day’s meeting, the committee got into 
another controversy over the equaliza- 
tion fee which would be levied on basic 
crops with a view to controlling sur- 
pluses. - 

A new move was made to substitute 
the Curtis-Crisp bill, which would not 
provide an equalization fee, but it 
failed, 16 to 5. Wednesday it received 
ten affirmative votes to eleven in op- 
position. 


Long a Point of Divergence. 
Throughout the long struggle over 


been the principal point of divergence. 
Among those who favor the fee are 
Southern Democrats who do not, how- 
ever, want it imposed on cotton im- 
mediately because, they contend, the 
industry can not stand it for two 
years. 

“The fee,’’ said Representative As- 
well, of Louisiana, ranking Democrat 
on the committee, in announcing he 
voted against reporting the McNary- 
Haugen bill “is actually a tax, and that 
tax on cotton would amount to from

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TIENTSIN CONCESSIONS 
REQUESTED BY PEKING 


Government “‘Suggests” That 
Powers Turn Over Their 
Rights There. 


Shanghai, Jan. 13 (By A. P.)-—A riot, 
the cause of which has not been de- 
termined, occurred last night in the 
two British cotton mills. It assumed 
such proportions that police requested 
the aid of firemen to eject the refrac- 
tory workers, among whom were many 
women who played a principal part in 
damaging property of the mills. 


The rioters, estimated at about 1,000, 
dispersed when fire hose was played 
upon them. They resisted the police 
with bobbins and other pieces of mill 
machiner;. Fire Chief Dyson and sev- 
eral policemen were slightly injured. 

The incident apparently was purely 


local as work continued in two nearby L 


mills owned by the same firm: 

A report received here today said 
representatives of the Peking govern- 
ment called on certain legations at 
Tientsin yesterday and “suggested” 
that the foreign concessions there be 
handed over to the Chinese.

Cadets Permitted to Smoke on 
Dance Hall Balcony to 
Please Partners. 


West Point cadets, forbidden’ to 
smoke by academy regulations here- 
tofore, have been so embarrasssed by 
their inability to supply their girl 
friends with “fags’’ at dances at the 
academy, that the ban on cigarettes 
has been lifted, Brig. Gen. March B. 
Stewart, commandant of the academy, 
told the House appropriations com- 
mittee yesterday.

Contract Reveals Minority 
Sold Out to Ford on 
Roper’s Valuation. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 13 (By A. P.).— 
Staggering figures of the dividends and 
earnings of the Ford Motor Co. in the 
years preceding 1919 went into the 
record of the taxpayers’ sult here today 


over the objections of government at- 
torneys. The figures were that the 
| Ford company paid its stockholders 
| $96,000,000 in dividends in the first six- 
teen years of its operation and that the 
total earnings of the company for that 
time were $375,927,275. 

The government objected strenuously 
to the inclusion in the record of any of 
the earnings of the company following 
1913. The appellants said A. W. Gregg, 
head counsel of the internal revenue 
| department, should put on the stand 
| competent witnesses to prognosticate 
| what the company’s future was in 1913. 
| “If the records of earnings, dividends 
|} and cars manufactured are admitted 
‘into the record,” he said, “it gives 
| weight to factors which could not have 
| been known in March, 1913, and were 
| not in the minds of the buyers and 
| sellers. The remarkable history of the 
| company was subsequent to 1913.” 


ous Letter Induced Sale 
| 


Judge Sternhagen, in overruling the 
government objection, held that the 
records subsequent to 1913 should not 
be excluded entirely but should be 
| given consideration as corroborative 
| testimony showing conditions in 1913. 
In the course of the day’s testimony 
the taxpayers entered into the record 
the ‘contract between John W. Ander- 
s0n, a former minority stockholder, and 
the representatives of Henry Ford, in 
which Mr. Anderson was assured as to 
the genuineness and the official stand- 
ing of the Roper letter placing the val- 
uation of the Ford stocks in 1913 at 
$9,489.34 per share, the Ford inter- 
ests agreeing to assume any loss ac- 
cruing to Mr. Anderson if such signa- 
ture proved not genuine. 

Mr. Ford, the agreement said, en- 
gaged to protect Mr. Anderson “from 
any loss, cost, damage or expense to 
which he may at any time hereafter, 
be put, should said letter prove to be 
not genuine or authentic and not the

PUBLISHER KILLED 
BY FALL FROM ROOF 


Robert F. Wolfe, of the Ohio 
State Journal, Thought to 


Have Been Dizzy. 


Columbus, Ohio, Jan. 13 (By A. P.).— 
Robert F. Wolfe, publisher of the 
Columbus Dispatch and the Ohio State 
Journal, was killed at 11:35 a. m. today 
when he fell from the roof of the Dis- 
patch building to the street below. Mr. 


Wolfe, who in addition to being a pub- 
lisher, was a banker and shoe ‘mdnu- 
facturer,. had gone to the roof of the 
building and apparently became dizzy 
and toppled over to the street, five 
stories below. 

Mr. Wolfe had not been well for 
several days. He had been in the office 
of William A. Ireland, cartoonist, only 
a few minutes before the tragedy. He 
left Mr. Ireland’s office and went to 
his own. It is supposed he walked 
from his office to the roof of the build- 
ing to take the air. He was said to 
have done this frequently. Only a low 
railing surrounds the terrace on which 
Mr. Wolfe apparently had been walking. 

Persons lunching in a small restaurant 
near. the Dispatch building saw the ac- 
cident. Employes of the newspaper 
carried the publisher into the press 
room where a- physician pronounced 
him dead. Apparently he had been 
killed instantly. 

Mr. Wolfe had just returned from a 
trip to tlfe Pacific coast. He was 66 
years old.

Cites Double Credentials 


“One credential is by a constitution- 
al appointment under authority guar- 
anteed by the Federal Constitution to 
each sovereign State of the Union, 
whereby the chief executive of a State 
may, by appointment, fill a vacancy 
occurring between general elections in 
a State’s proper representation in the 
United States Senate. 

“The other credential I have the 
honor to hold as United States senator- 
elect by the uncontested and unchal- 
lenged result of a general election. 

“Under the first credential—appoint- 
ment by the governor—I have the con- 
stitutional right to present myself now 
at the bar of the United States Sen- 
ate and take the oath of office. 

“Under the second credential—elec- 
tiomw by the people of Illinois—I have 
the constitutional right to take the 
oath of office as a senator of the United 
States at the first session of the Sev- 
entieth Congress after sine die ad- 
journment of the Sixty-ninth Congress. 

“These rights are speciffcally guar- 
anteed by the Constitution of the 
United States. They have been con- 
sistently and uniformly affirmed by 
interpretation and by subsequent ac- 
tion throughout the 140 years of this 
government since the Constitution was 
adopted. They are, as they have been 
held to be in all cases analagous to 
mine, more important than the per- 
sonal interests of the individual di- 
rectly concerned.” 


Defends Claim to Oath. 


He pointed out that his interpreta- 
tion of “members” of the Senate, other- 
wise “consistently and uniformly inter- 
preted,” are only those who have taken 
the constitutional oath of office. 

“This rule has been recognized and 
accepted since the formation of the 
government,” Col. Smith continued, 
“The proposal to give the Congress 
power to pass upon the ‘fitness’ of 
its members prior to their taking the 
oath was presented to, considered and 
rejected by the constitutional conven- 
tion over which Washington presided. 

“It was rejected because, as Madison 
said, it would open the door to the es- 
tablishment of ‘artificial distinctions 
devised by the stronger to keep out 
partisans of the weaker faction,’ and 
so lead to subversion of the dual char- 
acter of our government. 

“The wisdom of this rejection and 
the reasoning upon which it was based 
have been reaffirmed in every case in- 
volving the question that has since 
come before the United States Senate. 
I can not believe that, after 140 years 
of continued reaffirmation, this fun- 
damental right is to be swept away.” 


Refers to Precedents. 


He referred to the case of Gen. Mor- 
gan, of the Confederate army, who 
“came from the sovereign State of Ala- 
bama bearing credentials identical with 
mine,” and of Gen. Jarhes Shields, elect- 
ed senator from Illinois in 1849. It was 
proposed to bar Shields because of con- 
stitutional disqualification in that he 
had not been a citizen for the pre- 
scribed time. Shields was seated, de- 
spite the disqualification, Col. Smith 
pointed out, because his credentials 
were in due form and “because, as con- 
tended by Senator Stephen A. Douglas, 
his qualifications could not be exam- 
ined until after he was seated.” Shields 
later was ousted. 

“In my case there is no question of 
either constitutional disqualification or 
imperfect credentials,” Col. Smith con- 
tended. 3

‘airs of another country. He insists that 
the Monroe doctrine applies only to con- 
troversies involving the two hemispheres 
end furnishes no guide to American 
policy in dealing with other nations in 
this hemisphere. 

President Coolidge, in his message to 
Congress, set forth his policy in these 
words: 

I am sure it is not the desire of the 
United States to intervene in the internal 
affairs of Nicaragua or of any other Cen- 
tral American republic. Nevertheless it 
‘must be said that we have a very definite 
and special interest in the maintenance of 
order and good government in Nicaragua 
at the present time, and that the stability, 
prosperity and independence of all Centra! 
American countries cap never be a matter 
of indifference to us. “The United States 
can not, therefore, fail to view with deep 
concern any serious threat to stability and 
constitutional government in Nicaragua 
tending toward anarchy and jeopardizing 
American interests, especially if such state 
of affairs is contributed to or brought 
about by outside influences or by any for- 
eign power. It has always been and re- 
mains the policy of the United States in 
such circumstances to take the steps that 
may be necessary for the preservation and 
protection of the lives, the property, and 
the interests of its citizens and of this 
government itself. In this respect I pro-. 
pose to follow the path of my predecessors. 
Every word of the foregoing breathes 

the spirit of the Monroe doctrine. Presi- 
dent Coolidge applies the Monroe doc- 
trine to the situation that has arisen, 
and upon that solid foundation he pro- 
poses to follow the path of his predeces- 
sors. : 

The Monroe doctrine is not the obso- 
lete weapon which Senator Borah de- 


scribes. It is a part of the unwritten 


Constitution of the United States, which | 


no man or nation can disregard. It is a 
living, modern, ever ready polity of na- 
tional defense, applicable to any situation 
arising from aggression upon any re- 
public in this hemisphere, from what- 
ever direction the aggression may come. 

In declaring that the Monroe doctrine 
does not apply to the situation in Nica- 
ragua Senator Borah attacks the estab- 
lished policy of the United States as de- 
clared by many Presidents and Secre- 
taries of State. He is taking untenable 
ground. In effect he holds that the Mon- 
roe doctrine would apply to Russian ag- 
gression against Nicaragua, but would be 
powerless to prevent Russian aggression 
if this should be accomplished indirectly, 
by the aid and cooperation of Mexico. 
He holds, substantially, that while no 
European state can destroy an American 
republic, one country in this hemisphere 
can destroy another, without giving the 
United States the right to object. 

No more grotesque misconstruction of 
the spirit and meaning of the Monroe 
doctrine has ever been uttered. 

If the United States, by direction of 
President Coolidge, is itself bent upon de- 
stroying the sovereignty of Nicaragua, 
Senator Borah is right in declaring that 
tue Monroe doctrine is misapplied. 

If the United States is defending Nica- 
ragua against Russian and Mexican ag- 

- ygcession, for the primary purpose of pre- 
venting the destruction of American in- 
terests and the rights of American citi- 
zens, Senator Borah is wrong. 

The purpose of the United States in 
landing its forces in Nicaragua are set 
forth by President Coolidge. Is he tell- 
ing the truth? Is he in reality seeking 
to destroy Nicaragua while pretending 

to protect it against outside aggression? 
Who can accept Senator Borah’s argu- 
ment without impugning the motives of 
the President? | 

President Coolidge, without specifically 
mentioning the Monroe doctrine, has 


hased his action upon it, and has formu-. 


_jated a corollary of the doctrine which 
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will stand hereafter forever as a part of 
the American policy of national defense: 


The United States.dan not fail to view 
with deep concern any serious threat to 
stability and constitutional government in 
Nicaragua tending toward anarchy and 
jeopardizing American interests, espe- 
clally if such state of affairs is contributed 
to or brought about by outside influences 
or by any foreign power. 


This declaration applies to Nicaragua 
in the present instance. It will apply to 
any other American republic whenever 
it is threatened by outside aggression. 

The United States is the protector of 
the Western world. It will not suffer 
free government in this hemisphere to 
be destroyed by imperial or communist 
or other enemies, whether the aggression 
come from overseas or through commu- 
nist countries in this hemisphere. The 
safety of the United States requires that 
it shall not only be free but that its sister 
republics shall be free. 


BETTER FOOD FOR DOUGHBOYS. 


During the last few days the country has 
learned from official sources that the policy 
of economy, so far as feeding the enlisted men 
of the army is concerned, has gone beyond the 
limit. High officers of the service have di- 
rected attention to the fact that the food: of 
the men who wear the country’s uniform is of 
such poor quality and so scanty that desertions 
have increased and morale is vanishing. 

With the navy it is different. ‘‘Gobs” as 
well as “leathernecks’”’ are provided with abun- 
dant quantities of fresh or preserved meats, 
vegetables and cereal food without regard to 
the cost. Under the ration system in the navy 
the present cost of food is about 55 cents per 
day per man. In the army the cost is limited 
to 35.74. cents, for which sum\-no quarter- 
master in ‘‘this man’s army” can-possibly pur- 
chase palatable food in sufficient quantities to 
sustain a healthy man and keep him con- 
tented. 

During the hearings on-the bill ‘“‘to amend 
the act of February 2, 1901, relative to ra- 
tions,’’ which was introduced by Mr. James, of 
Michigan, and reported from the military af- 
fairs committee of the House last , Tuesday, 
Secretary of War Davis told the committee 
that in his opinion ‘‘the proper amount, quality 


and kind of food is of vital importance in any : 
steep and beset with pitfalls from the. outset. 


line of activity, and particularly in .the 


military service.’’ | 

“The fact that we have a very low ration 
has a bad effect on the morale generally, I 
think,’’ said Mr. Davis, and he added: ! 


The situation is unfortunate in having 
a different ration for the army from the 
navy and marine corps; because, of 
course, in a great many cases, at least, 
two of the services and sometimes three 
of the services, are quartered very close 
to one another and in that way the sol- 
dier feels he is discriminated against if he 
sees the men in the other service getting 
a very much better ration than he has. 


so 


Gen. Summerall, chief of staff of the army, 
testified: 

In coming through all the grades in the 
service—for a number of years I was a 
company commander or battery com- 
mander—I had to deal with this prob- 
lem of feeding my men. I was never able 
to feed them on the ration in any manner 
which would conduce to their well-being 
or happiness. I found that they respond- 
ed more quickly to good food and good 
living than to any one of their conditions 
of living. It was my greatest problem not 
to train or discipline, or to carry out the 
ordinary military requirements, but to 
feed my men. 

Under such circumstances it is only natural 
that the committee very promptly ordered the 
James bill reported to the House, and its pas- 
sage seems assured. 

The bill sets forth in detail just what shall 
constitute the ration for each man. The ‘‘chow 
list” reads like the ad of a chain store or 
market, and if the new ration does not serve 
to brace up the morale of the military service 
the case is hopeless. It is estimated by authori- 
ties of the War Department that the cost of 
the fixed ration for the army will approxi- 
mate 56 cents per day, or about the cost of 
food for the navy and marine corps’ enlisted 
personnel. 


WASHINGTON’S BICENTENARY. 


The United States commission for the cele- 
bration of the 200th anniversary of the birth 
of George Washington, of which President 
Coolidge is chairman, has let it be known that 
it favers for the observance of the event in 
1932 a simple and educational program rather 
than a world’s. exhibition. Eighteen pro- 
posals for commemorating the occasion have 
been laid before the commission. No final ac- 
tion has been taken on any, however, and fur- 
ther discussion will not be entered into until 
after the President has delivered his address 
before a joint Session of Congress on Wash- 
ington’s birthday next month. 

The commission’s opposition to an industrial 
exposition or world’s fair is shared by the gen- 
eral public, which demands a simple, dignified 
and impressive observance. Possibly it may be 
considered advisable to undertake a building 
program, such as the completion of the George 
Washington Memorial building, the construc- 
tion of a roadway fo the ancestral home of 
Washington, or the determination of the exact 
location of the two houses built by the Wash- 
ingtons at Wakefield, and the _ restoration 
thereof if possible. These matters will be 
studied by the commission, which undoubtedly 
will choose the most fitting form of memorial. 

The year 1932 is of special significance to 
the entire country, and should. be devoted to 
impressing upon the public the principles for 
which Washington stood, and upon which the 
United States stands~— The President’s address 
on February 22 will be the opening gun of the 
preparations. It will be awaited with interest. 


RAILROAD VALUATIONS, 


When the bill authorizing the valuation of 


railroads was enacted it was estimated that it 
would cost not more than $4,000,000, and that 
it would take three years to complete the work. 


The work has been going on ever since 1913. 


and is not yet completed. Since the inception 
of the undertaking Congress has appropriated 
about $30,725,000 for this work: 

The uses of valuation-are set forth in the 
testimony before the House committee on ap- 
propriations. Valuation is taken as the corner 
stone of the transportation act of 1920. It is 
the basis of railroad -rates, not for the id- 
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dividual road but for the various groups or 
territories into which the country is divided. 
It is the basis for recapture, and the maximum 
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poses. It would be impossible to regulate some 
$22,000,000,000 worth of railroad property 
doing some $6,500,000,000 of business an- 
nualfy without having some definite idea of 
the valuation of the assets. 

Up to the first of this year 957 of the 1,130 
tentative valuation reports have been com- 
pleted, representing 191,831 miles out of a 
total of 244,377 miles of main track. Only 
63,027 miles in tentative valuations remain yet 
to be served. By.the end of this year, it is 
claimed, there wiil be an end of the service of 
the tentative valuation reports. The Baltimore 
& Ohio, the Erie and the New York Central 
are the only large Eastern roads not yet served 
with tentative valuations. 

The method of valuation employed by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is before the 
Supreme Court. If. this method is overturned 
and supplanted by some other, it is asserted 
that the large sums already expended and to be 
expended in valuations may be entirely lost, 
and the Interstate Commerce Commission may 
be compelled to start all over again, and pos- 
sibly revise and raise nearly all freight and 
passenger rates based on a new method of 
valuation. 


THE UTILITIES COMMISSION. 


With the appointment of the two civilian 
members and the people’s counsel of the new 
public utilities commission, senatorial confir- 
mation alone is needed to enable the body to 
begin functioning. Naming of the two new

APPROACHES TO MEMORIAL BRIDGE. 


Completion of Arlington Memorial bridge 
will be followed by a new system of highways 
and.approaches through Arlington and Fairfax 
counties, Virginia. Portions of Arlington 
county contiguous to the District have been 


rapidly expanding industrially, and the public 


.is beginning to realize that this factory and 


commercial zone, through which at least part 
of the new highway system must be laid, is 
not desirable. Recently the governor of Vir- 
ginia appointed a park andi planning commis- 
sion to cooperate with the District body in its 
efforts to create a greater metropolitan area 
surrounding Washington. At a recent meet- 
ing the commission adopted a resolution op- 
posing any plans for erection of factories in 
Virginia which would impair the program of 
the National Capital park and planning com- 
mission. 

The new highways constituting part of the 
park system will carry much holiday and ex- 
cursion traffic. Tourists also will make use 
of the new bridge, which will be the principal 
route to the South. The bridge should not be 
surrounded by smoking factories. 

On the other hand, industry must locate 
somewhere in close préximity to the Capital, 
and has chosen the territory south of the 
Highway bridge as being best suited for its 
‘purpose. Once a factory is established it is 
difficult and unjust to force it to move. For 
this reason the resolution opposing additional 
industrial building is wisely conceived. Solu- 
tion seems to lie in the establishment of a 
zoning law for Arlington and Fairfax counties, 
prohibiting industry where it is not desirable, 
and establishing certain areas in which it will 
be welcomed and where factories can be estab- 
lished with assurance that they will not be 
molested in the future. Such territory can be 
found close to Washington, and a zoning law 
would be welcomed by both the public and 
factory owners. 


ILLITERACY IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


For the last four years North Dakota has 
conducted a campaign for the abolition of 
illiteracy in every county of the State. That 
this movement has had surprising results is 
indicated in a report made by the department 
of public instruction, in which it is asserted 
that the number of illiterates, which was 9,938 
four years ago, has been reduced to 2,935, and 
that in each of 17 out of the 53 counties there 
are fewer than 10 illiterates, while one 
county may boast of the fact that there is not 
within its borders a single adult, white or In- 
dian, who can be thus classed. 

Further than this it is claimed that about 
one-half of those who are unable to read and 
write in the State of North Dakota are Indians 
on reservations, many of them being over 60 
" years of age and able to speak only their native 
tongue. 

This drive to stamp out ignorance was con- 
ducted by the public school officials, fraternal 
organizations, Parent-Teacher associations, 
and similar public-spirited bodies. "In order 
to facilitate the movement night schools for 
the instruction of adult illiterates were con- 
ducted in most of the counties, many of which 
were under the charge of volunteer teachers. 
That the campaign was inexpensive from the 
standpoint of the taxpayer is:shown by the fact 
that only $4,000 was appropriated by the last 
legislature to pay half the salaries of the teach- 
ers in the night schools. arte
